Williams 
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Comparatively few dollars are 
kept in the treasury vault by M. 


W. H. Williams, county treasury,| 
although millions are handled} 
yearly. The money is kept at 


work by being placed , in banks 
throughout the county on _ both 
short term and call deposits, more} 
than $2,000,000 being at interest,i 
bond and collateral 
security, at present. 

In Treasurer Williams’ report, 
just issued, interest earnings of! 
the treasury are shown to average! 
nearly $5000 each month and dur-| 
ing the past 11% years a total 
of $384,408.45 has been earned. 

Highest Year in History 

For the year ending June 30, 
1926, the earnings were $67,277.51 
and during the quarter ending on 
the some date the total was $16,-! 
309.51—the highest marks in any 
previous periods in the county’s| 
history, the report shows. 

By January 1, 1927, the earnings 
treasury deposits will have 





passed the $400,000 mark for the 
12-year administration of Mr, Will- 
jams. The earnings are clear prof- 
it and net savings to taxpayers, 
the earnings reverting back to the 
general fund from which county 
expenses are paid. 

Comparative statistics in the re- 
port, showing the growth of the 
county and resultant gains in @e- 
posits and earnings are interesting. 
In 1914 the interest earnings of the 
treasury were less for a year than 
the monthly average during the 
1926 fiscal year—below $5000 for 
the 12-month period. 

Gains Through Deposits 

The gain in earnings is 
sible because of the increased de- 
posits and funds handled by the 
treasurer, reflecting the growth of 
the treasury department and coun- 
ty business.

Former Resident Drowns 
Word has been received by 
and Mrs. C. L. Maxcy of 
South Campus avenue of 
drowning of their 
Marcy, in the waters of the Rogue 
River, near his ranch, at Grant’s 
Pass, Oregon, Wednesday, follow- 
ing his attempt to rescue his 
friend C. N. Hoff of Glendora, from 
the same fate. 

Maxcy, who was 26 years of 
age and lived in Ontario for ap- 
proximately six years. recently 
purchased a dairy ranch on the 
Rogue River. Hoff, who is a mem- 
ber of the La Verne College Quar- 
tet which is touring the Northwest 
had stopped at the Maxcy Ranch 
to renew acquaintance and the 
young men staged a swimming 
party in the river. Hoff, it seems, 
became exhausted and had started 
to sink when Maxcy went to his 
aid, but the swift current bested 
them and they were both sucked 
under. The bodies of the young 
men were found later, some dis- 
tance below the ranch, both hav- 
ing been badly bruised and bat- 
tered on the rocks. 

The deceased is survived by a 
widow and six-months-old baby, in 
addition to the mother and father 
here, and several brothers and 
sisters. The funeral service will

Prediction is made on the basis 
of crops found growing at present 
in the older sections of the state 
which have been under cultivation 
long enough to show the relative 
value of the various types | of soil 
for specific crops. 

Cosby has made a detailed sur- 
vey of the Santa Clara Valley be- 
tween Coyote and Gilroy, which in- 
cludes about 47,045.1 acres of land 
26,375.8 acres of which are under 
cultivation, and discovered that 
there is a definite correlation be- 
tween soil types and variety of 
product grown on it, which has de- 
veloped through a long period of 
trial and error.
